But leaving .that qucstlon alono nnd

taklng the practlcal vlow, the negro rnco

in the South would get a much better denl,
ipolltlcally nnd olhcrwlse, lf eaoh and

every Southern Stato wero left free to

regulato tho questlon of suffrago wlth¬
out Iriicrfercnco on the part of the Fcderal
government, Tho Southern peoplo Uke

tho negro. and knOw how lo deal wlth

hlm.

generpus supply, tha trust company is able
to ongugo extenslvoly ln the enterprises
whleh aro orgunlzed by tlie boss gamb-
lers Ot Wall Street. These enterprises
being Iniinensely profitablo to tho boss
gaiublers (ns they are unprofitublc lo tho

public, wlilch ls pluyuig tho onc-;ilded
gamo), the trust company sliows a good
liicreoao ln earnliigs. Consoquently, Ua
stock rises to uu extremely higli iigure.
